GENERAL MILES WILL START AT ONCE FROM ‘SANTIAGO DE CUBA 


Plans for Carrying the Spanish Prisoners Across the Atlantic 


Have Been Perfected and Approved By the Ad- 
ministration—Early Peace Is Now 
Anxiously Expected.

Washington, July 17.—(Special.)—The glorious news of the hoisting of the stars 
and stripes and the formal occupation of Santiago by the American forces reached 
here before noon, when General Shafter’s telegram, giving details, was Dulle- 
tined by Adjutant General Corbin. It brought much comfort to everybody, for 
tMere have beenso many hitches and delays that the final cosummation of the 
American victory was watched for with anxiety, 


The first message conveying the news of the formal surrender was 
received at the white house shortly before 11 o’clock, just as the presi- 
dent was preparing to go to church. 

About 5 o'clock in the afternoon General Shafter forwarded a dispatch that 
graphically told the story of the day and portrayed a situation entirely satisfac- 
tory from the American point of view. The first message di@ not come from Shaf- 
ter, but from the vigilant signal officer, who has before shown that he was alert 
for vital events. The first message was brief, saying ory that the surrender had 
been accomplished; that the Spanish troops marched out of the trenches, one 
regiment at a time, stacking arms for delivery to the American forces, and that 
the Spanish flag had been hauled down. Gecretary Alger and Adjutant General 
Corbin were at the war department at the time and were soon apprised of the © 
news, but as it did not come in the usual form as a report from General Shafter, 
the fact was not bulletined. 

Late in the afternoon an official dispatch came from General Shafter giving. in 


ea ee 


ef, military fashion, an unusually clear statement from the general of the 


day’s events. 

It was entirely satisfactory from every point of view, showing fhat 
the American army was in complete control of a city that it would have 
cost 5,000 Hves to capture by storm. 

Moreover, it was very encouraging from a médical point of view in that it show- 
ed, contrary to what had been expected, that there was little sickness, and scarcely 
any yellow fever in Santiago, but a great deal of suffering and distress. 

The president, after his return from church, had a conference with Secretaries 
Alger and Long and Captain Crownsnshield, chief of the bureau of navigation, and 
a member of the naval war board. It was stated after the meeting that plans 
had been discussed for an aggressive movement, in which both army and navy 
will take part, against Porto Rico. Before going to the white house Secretary 
Alger had been in conference with Genera] Brooke for two hours. They had be- 
fore them a large number of maps of Porto Rico and the plans of campaign were 
discussed from every point of view. 

It is expected that General Miles will go direct from Santiago to Porto 


Rico, and) that General Stone and Colcnel Michler, of his staff, will leave 
from New York in a day or two, on the Resolute, to join the general at 


Santiago. 
During the day the secretary of war indorsed the plan of Colonel Hecker for 


the transportation of the Spanish forces at Santiago back to Spain, approving a 
circular Colonel Hecker had prepared calling for bids for transporting the Span- 
jiards home. It provides for an aggrega te of 1,000 Spanish officers with first-class 
cabin accommodations and %4,000 soldiers with third-class or steerage passage. The 
circular says that the Spanish forces Will be delivered on board at Santiago for 
transportation to Cadiz, Spain, or such other port as may be designated. The 
transports are to report to the chief quartermaster at Santiago between July % 
and August 10, 1898. It is provided that the accommodations are to be up to the 
standard required by the United States army regulations, as to officers and men, 


in regard to galleys, ventilation, etc. 


The subsistence furnished is to be equal to the prescribed Unwed 
States army ration, which is set forth in details as a guide to bidders as 


to what they must furnish. 
The first proposition was to give them Cuban rations, which is more than they 


have been eating at Santiego, but it was decided to make specifications on the ba- 
sis of full army rations so as to remo ve every possibility of criticism. 
It is believed that some of the ships of the eastern squadron will act as con- 


voys for this fleet of transports, though, no definite statement to that effect can 


be secured from the navy department. That squadron is, however, being held 


back for a purpose and intimation is that it is to furnish transports for Spanish 
prisoners in ample convoy. Orders incr easihg that squadron have not yet been is- 
sued, but if it meets the views of Admiral Sampson, all of the armored pbattle- 
ships now at Santiago will go. it is ex pected that the squadron or most of it will 
get under way this week. 

The monitors Puritan, Amphitrite and Miantonomoh are on their way from 
station at Key West to San Juan to str engthen the blockade of that port in ad- 
vance of the arrival of the bombarding force and troopshivs- — 

Details for this Porto Rico expedition are being rapidly completed. The land 


force to be taken is placed at 30,000 and the invading army will be made up almost 


entirely of the volunteer army. The ex pedition will embark from several pointsa—

THE AMERICAN FLAG NOW PROUDLY FLOATS 
OVER THE GOVERNO’S PALACE IN SANTIAGO

Sariilago de Cuba, July 17.—(By Cable to The Constitation fhe running up of the American flag over the palace 
at noon today was an impressive sen €quany te Svaniard eb¥cAmerican. ; . 

The American fleet, guided by a Spanish pilot, rode by tonken Merrimac into the harbor. 

When, under a special permit, I entered the city, three dajago, I found @ mong the people a suppressed feeling in 
favor of American occupation, because that would bring peactma an end ito the military exactions under which they 
had been living for months past. Herce, it was not surprisinto see, when Captain McKittrick. pulled the American 
flag up to full mast over the place, tiat hundreds of Spaniar cheered the act with as much enthusiasm as did the 
Americans. In fact, since the news @t out that the surrendewas to be a certainty, there was a general letting up on 
the censorship which controlled the eople and there being gns of life which told of the big change that was com- 
ing. ‘ 

This morning the American *‘OOps from their: trenchesvatched with the greatest interest the passing of couriers 
to and from the Spanish lnes, ar the Spaniards seemed to l equally interested. When at last regiment after regiment 
marched out of the city and out f the intrenchments and =cked their arms in the presence of the American forces, 
notwithstanding the disposition t cheer it was largely restraed, for there was after all a feeling of sympathy for the 
men whose military career hacg@onec down in defeat. A prey incident was that in which General Toral, strongly re- 
straining his emotion, handed f# hilt of his sword to GeneraShafter. The American commander accepted it for a mo- 
ment, examined its bright bla’ With admiration, and handin it back to General Toral, assured him that he was too 
brave a man to be disarmed. »*al acknowledged the courtesyvith military dignity and@ returned the sword to its scab- 
bard. The arrangements for¢ formal surrender inside thecity were necessarily delayed by the time taken up by 
the Spanish troops in stackintheir arms, but finally a guard f covalry and infantry accompanied General Shafter and 
his staff on their entrance ir the city. General Tora] met ie party, mounted on a mettlesome charger, and rode back 
into the surrendered town o&4ual terms with his conqueror. The streets were lined with thousands of people, who look- 
ed with respectful awe up the entrance of the American sree. All the preliminaries having been arranged at the pal- 
ace, the striking of 12 o’cle from the cathedral bells was th:signal of Captain McKittrick to hoist the stars and stripes 
in triumph over the Spani Seat of power, and then began thi cheering already referred to, in which Spaniard and Amer- 
ican joined alike. There ‘8 @ little coolness on the part of te Cubans, who do not like the idea of the Spanish munic- 
ipal government being ¢/Mued until the necessary changes an be made. They were anxious for a revolutionary run- 
ning out of everybody ight, but General Shafter chose th more .conservative course, anq instructed the existing 
municipal authorities reserve law and order under the nilitary governorship of General McKibbon. 

The military occw!0n of Santiago being now an accomplished fact and the Spanish forces being simply in waiting 
for transportation abr’ interest centers in the popular feellfig as to what should be done. I find here that the people 
of business and exper’® 4re Spaniards or Cubans who havebeen loyal to Spanish rule. If these people were to be driven 
out of the country th ©™¢€rsy and intelligence would be sorel; missed and would lead to much trouble and anarchy. The 
safety of Cuba dep¢ UPON making these people feel that tiey are welcome to remain, and that they have a part to 
play in the regenera! of the island. The action of General Shafter in retaining the local municipal control in Santiago 
is on this Iine, and‘ !8 persevered in throughout the island it will secure to Cuba an intelligent and necessary element in 
the building up of island. Hitherto they have been toyal to Spain more because they were afraid of the revolutionary 
element than bec/ they courted foreign control, but now ¢lat the Americans, who have assumed the sponsorship of the 
country, have inged that these people are to be protected ind that their services are to be called for, they feel justified 
in pledging their°Siance to the new order of things.

Santiago de Cuba, July 17, 1 p. m.—The American flag is floating in triumph 
Over the governor’s palace at Santiago de Cuba. 

General McKibbin has been appointed temporary military governor. 

It was amid impressive ceremonies that the Spanish troops laid down their 
arms between the lines ®f the Spanish and American forces at 9 o’clock this 
morning. General Shafter and the American division and brigade commanders 
and their staffs were escorted by a troop of cavalry, and General Toral and his 
staff by 100 picked men. Trumpeters on both sides saluted with flourishes. 

General Shafter returned to General Toral the latter’s sword after it 
had been handed to the American commander. 

Our troops, lineqd up at the trenches, were eye-witnesses of the ceremony. 
General Shafter and his escort, accom panied by General Toral, rode through the 
city, taking formal possession. 

The ceremony of hoisting the stars and stripes was worth all the 
blood and treasure it cost. 

A concourse of 12,000 people witnessed the stirring and thrilling scene that 
will live forever in the minds of all the Americans present. . 

A finer setting for a dramatic episode it would be diffleult to imagine. The 
palace, a picturesque old dwelling in the moorish style of architecturé, faceg the 
Plaza de La Reina, the principal»public square. Opposite rises t™e imposing 
Catholic cathedral. On one side is a quaint, brilliantly painted building, with 
broad verandas—the club of San Carlos—on the other a building of much the+— 


same description—the Cafe de La Venus. — 5 
Troops Lined Up With Drawn Swords 


Across the plaza was drawn up the Ninth infantry—headed by the Sixth cav- 
airy band. In the street facing the palace stood a picked troop of the Second 
cavalry, with drawn sabers, under command cf Captain Brett. Masaed on the 
stone flagging between the band and the line of horsemen were the brigade com- 
inanders of General Shafter’s division, with their staffs. 

On the red-tiled >oof of the palace stood Captain McKittrick, Lieutenant 


Miley and Lieutenant Wheeler, immediately over them, upon the flagstaff, the 


illun-ineted Spanish arms and the legend, “Viva Alfonso AIII.” All about, 
pressing against ths veranda rails, crowding the wirdows and doors and lining 
the roofs, were the people of the town, principally women and non-combatants. 

As the chimes of the old cathedral rang out the hour of twelve the 
infantry and cavalry presented arms. Every American uncovered his 
head and Captain McKittrick hoisted the stars and stripes. 

As the brildant folds unfurled in a gentle breeze against a fleckless sky the 
cavalry band broke into the strains of “The Star Spangled Banner,” making the 
American pulse leap and the American heart thrill with joy. 

At the same instant the sound of the distant booming of Captain Capron’s 


battery, firing a salute of twenty-one guns, drifted in. When the music ceased, 


from all directions around our line came floating across the plaza the strains 
of the regimental bands and the muffied, hoarse cheers of our men. The infan- 
try came out to “order arms”, a moment later, after the flag was up and the 
band played “Rally "Round the Flag, Boys.” 

Instantly General McKitbin called for three cheers for General Shafter; which 
were given with great enthusiasm, the band playing “The Stars and Stripes For-

It is now being said 
that some of our leaders are showing un- 
due haste in an effort to discredit and ham- 
per the administration, and these are 
matters to which too much thought and 
attention cannot be paid. I take it, from 
the sentiment of the congressional con- 
vention, that more silver, more territory 
ant more trade is the motto of 
the eleventh d@@itrict, and any one who 
has mingled with the representatives of the 
people as they assembled at Valdosta to at- 
tend that convention could not well help 
but realize tthat fact.”’ 


WOUNDED IN THE: HOSPITAL. 


Transport Ollivette Has Been Relieved 
of Its Load. 


iNew York, July 17.—The chartered trans- 
port Olivette, which arrived off quarantine 
1ast night with 272 wounded soldiers trom 
Cuba, came up the bay today and put into 
the dock at the foot of Pacific street, 
Brooklyn. 

There was a large gathering of friends 
and relatives of the wounded men at the 
dock, and rousing cheers went up from 
those assembied on tne pier and aiong the 
docks and yards in the vicinity. ‘these 
cheers were answered by the heroes on 
board the Olivette, and there was a gen- 
eral waving of hats and handkerchiefs. 

Last night 100 of the most severely wound- 
ed were transferred to the marine hospi- 
tal on Staten island, and there were over 
160 to be attended to today. 

There were ambulances ffrom all the 
Beooklyn and New York  ~>hospitals'§ in 
waiting, and the ‘werk of transferring 
the patients was begun as svon as the 
gangplank was placed in position, 

Ameng the first to be brougnt ashore 
were those wio cour not use their lower 
limbs. They were carried on sfretchers to 
the ambulances, and taken to St. Peter's 
and Long Island college hospitals, which 
are within half a mile of wne place of 
landing. 

In addition to 
eral carriages ahd 


ithe ambulances, sev- 
wagons were pressed 
into service, and in less than two hours 
all the wounded had been cared for. Over 
fifiy of them were sent to the hospital 
on Governor’s island. ‘Many of the 
wounded officers found comfortable quar- 
terse at For: Wadsworth, Staten island, and 
some of them came to the city and were 
nursed by friends jn private residences. 

Out of the 100 men sent te the marine 
hospita] last night, ninety were suffering 
from gunshot wounds. There were five 
cases of malarial fever, and three of pros- 
tration from heat and other causes. None 
of these cases are considered danegrous, 
and, in fact, the surgeons and doctors who 
had charge of the men on the Olivette as- 
sert that with good care and treatment, 
none of the men will succumb. 

The entire medical staffs of the two 
Brooklyn hospitals-were in attendance to- 
day, and everything possible was done by 
them to make the maimed heroes comfor- 
table. 

Several colored soldiers were among 
those sent to the Brooklyn hospitals, and 
their white comrades spoke highly of their 
fighting capabilities. 

Edward Marshal, the newspaper corre- 
spontent, who was shot in the fight at 
La Quasina, was transferred to his house, 
No. 23 Fifth avenue, Manhattan borough. 
Marshal was very weak, and it was neces- 
sary to administer stimulants to him. He 
was accompanied on the trip by his broth- 
er and two Red Cross attendants. 

T he quarantine steamer Governor Flower. 
transVerred eight wounded o rs, the 
following being taken to Fort Wadsworth: 

Major James M. Bell, Major Alexander 
O. Brodie, and Captain James H. McClin- 
tock, of the First United States volunteea 
cavalry; Captain M. J. Henry, United 
S:ates volunteers, and First Lieutenant W. 
M. Fiscus, Second infantry. 

The following were landed at St. George, 
S. I.. bound for Roosevelt hospital. 

Second Lieutenant Horace R. Devereaux. 
First United States volunteer cavalry, and 
First Lieutenant Matry Nichols, Seventh 
infantry. Lieutenant's Nichols’s wife ac- 
companied him from quarantine. 

The Olivette, with Surgeon General 
Sternberg, went to Brooklyn to land the 
other wounded soldiers. 


SOLACE REACHES NEW YORK. 


Hospital Ship Bearing Wounded Amer- 
icans Now in the Harbor. 


’New York, July 17.—The United States 
hospital ship Solace arrived via Old Point 
Comfort and Newport News, Va. When 
the vessel left Guantanamo she had 150 
wounded American and Spanish officers amd 
men on board. Seven of the Spanish sea- 


ren died during the voyage, but all the

men and told an interesting story of the 
fighting of the Rough Riders. 


“I am sorry,’ said he, “that I did not 
have a chance to see more of the fighting, 
but what I saw was of the warmest kind. 
On ‘the 24th of June I was with troop L at 
La Quasini, under Captain Capron, We 
formed the advance guard and went out on 
a@ narrow trail toward Siboney. On the way 
we met some of the Twenty-second men. 
who told us that we were close to the 
enemy, as they had heara them at work 
during the night. Captain Capron, with 
six men, had gone on ahead of us and had 
run across the body of a dead Cuban. 


The First Shot Fired. 


“Ten or fifteen minutes later Private 
Thomas Isbell, of Indian Territory, saw 
a Spaniard in the brush ahead of him and 
fired. This was the first shot from our 
troop, and the Spaniard fell dead. Iebeil 
himself was shot seven times that day, 
but managed to walk back to our fieid 
hospital, which was fully four miles in the 
rear. It has been said that we were am- 
bushed, but that is not so. Captain Capron 
received his death wound early in the 
fight, and while he was lying on the ground 
dying he said: 

“ “Let me see it out; I want to see it.’ 

“He lived an hour and fifteen minutes 
after the bullet struck him. [ was then 
next in command of the troop and I no- 
ticed that some of our men lay too closely 
together as they were deploying. 1 went 
down the line ordering them to their 
proper distance, and as I passed along poor 
Hamilton Fish was lying mortally wound- 
ed a few feet from me. when he heard my 
bn Fish raised himself on his elbow and 
said: 

*‘T am wounded. I am wounded.’ 

Fish Was Brave to the End. 


This was the last I saw of him in life. 
He was very brave and very popubar 
among the men of the troop. Sergeant Joe 
Kline, of troop L, was wounded early that 
day and was ordered to the rear with 
several other wounded men. On his wa 
to the rear Kline discovered a Spanis! 
sharpsihooter in a tree and shot at him. 
The Spaniard fell dead and Kline picked up 
a silver-mountel revolver which fell from 
the dead man’s clothing. These sharp- 
shooters seemed to ‘take intense delight 
at shooting at wounded men as they were 
being brought to the rear in litters and 
several of our poor wounded brothers were 
killed outright by these marksmen. The 
Spaniarls are pretty good fighters, but 
when our men charged on thein they quit 
their trenches. 

“Sergeant Dilwinn Bell, of our troop, 
who is a son of M. E. Bell, of Chicago, 
was badly wounded from an exploding shell 
while on the firing line. He was ordered 
to the rear, but quickly came back again. 
He was ordered away a second time, but 
a few minutes later he was to the fircnt 
again firing away. For a third time he 
was sent back and once more he insited cn 
going to the front again. He fought till 
the end of the day, although painfully 
wounded in the back. There were many 
similar cases among our fellows, and none 
of them who could handle a gun relinquished 
his position until he fainted or thad to be 
carried to the rear. Young Walter Sharp, 
of Chicago, was reported killed, but he is 
very much alive today. He was only miss- 
ing for a short time. 

“T cannot speak too highly of Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt. He is every inch a 
fighter and successfully led a charge of 
his mounted cavalry against men in pits at 
San Juan. It was a wonderful charge and 
showed Roosevelt’s grit. I was not there, 
but I have been told of it repeatedlv by 
those who saw the colonel on the hill. Colo- 
nel Leonard Wood, who is now a brigadier 
general, walked up and down the firing 
line in the first fight in the most fearless 
manner, all the while giving commands to 
his men. He was absolutely fearless and 
though very much exposed, escaped with- 
out injury.” 


MINERS RETURN WITH GOLD. 


Steamer St. Paul Reaches. San Fran- 
cisco from St. Michael. 


Ban Francisco, July 17.—-After being 
eagerly watched for during the’ past ten 
days, the steamer St. Paul arrived today 
from St. Michael’s, bringing men and treas- 
ure from the Kiondike. There were 176 
passengers on her list, and the amount of 
‘their earnings, in gold dust, nuggets and 
bank drafts, is estimaiteq by the ship's of- 
ficers at $3,000,000.

Not Much Interest Being Taken in 
Politics This Year. 


WAR IS WHAT THE PEOPLE DISCUSS

Birmingham, Ala., July 17.—(Special.j— 
The first week of the last three of the 
gubernatorial campaign in Alabama is now 
of the past and the three offices of the 
parties whose headquarters are in Birm- 
ingham present jovial appearances and the 
men to be found at the offices are more 
confident than ever. 

From a non-partisan standpoint nothing 
but democratic success can be seen in the 
future. While the majority will not be so 
very large, the decrease will be caused more 
iby non-participation than anything else, 
for less interest is being taken in politics 
right now, and the election only two weeks 
off, than was taken at this time in ten 
years in the past. The lack of interest that 
is being taken is wonderful, In the larger 
cities the war situation is absorbing the 
interest of the people, while in many of 
the country districts not enough concern is 
taken as to the result in the coming elec- 
tion. 

Chairman ‘Robert Lowe, of the demo- 
cratic state executive and campaign com- 
mittees, went down to Wetumpka, in El- 
more county, yesterday to make an ad- 
dress before the peopie of that county. Out 
of his office is given assurance of xreat 
victories all over the state on August Ist, 
and a corroboration of the prediction that 
the next legislature will be democratic by 
a decided majority. From all counties 
comes excellent reports and since its ad- 
vent in the state populism is to be given 
the heaviest. dose of snow that ft has ever 
felt. 

Similar confident views are expressed out 
of the headquarters of the populist party 
in favor of its own ticket. G. B. Deans, 
the nominee of the. populists for governor 
of Alabama, returned yesterday from a 
campaign in north Alabama. He was ac- 
companied by Congressman M. W. How- 
ard, and several counties were visited. “If 
the entire state was like north Alabama,”’ 
said Mr. Deans, “I would be elected gov- 
ernor of Alabama heyond every doubt.”

So far from harming Atlanta, we 
think the discussion is likely to do good, 
especially if it tends to promote a poli- 
cy of retrenchment and rigid economy 
with respect to expenditures for public 
utilities, such a policy will do more, 
indeed, to further the material interests 
of the city than any other that could be 
devised. It will enable us to lay small- 
er levies on the productive industries 
that have made their headquarters here, 
and this fact would be in the nature of 
an invitation to all those vast interests 
which will be driven, by the changed 
economical conditions, to seek the south 
with its milder climate, its cheaper labor 
and its incamparable natural resources. 

Let it not be supposed that, in urging 
our citizens to adopt a policy of munici- 
pal retrenchment, we are contemplating 
merely present and immediate §re- 
sults.

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Former Treaty Agreements. 

With the time rapidly approaching 
when the two countries now at war will 
begin to discuss the terms upon which 
peace can be restored between them, it 
becomes of interest to inquire into the 
nature of forme: treaty agreements in 
which the United States has figured. 

Mr. Charles M. Harvey, the well- 
known writer on political and economic 
subjects has recently compiled some 
timely facts bearing directly upon this 
point, and we take the liberty of giving 
our readers the benefit of his re- 
searches, 

‘There is first the treaty agreement be- 
tween the United States and Great Brit- 
ain, growing out of the war of the 
American revolution. This instrument 
was formally signed at Paris by , official 
representatives of the two countries on 

ptember 3, 1783. In addition to rec- 


Ognizing the independence of the United 


States, it declared the (Mississippi river, 
which then constituted the western bor- 
der line of the young republic, open to 
Great Britain as well as to the United 
States. Furthermore, while conceding 
Canada and Nova Scotia to Great Brit- 
ain, it conferred upon the United States 
equal privileges with Great Britain in 
the Newfoundland fisheries. 

Next comes the treaty agreement be- 
tween the United States and Great Brit- 
ain growing out. of the war of 18/2. 
This instrument was forma\ly signed at 
Ghent on December 24, 1814, but nearly 
two-months elapsed before the news of 
the affair reached Washington, and in 
the meantime the famous battle of New 
Orleans occurred on January 8, 1815, 
in which General Jackson, with the 
merest handful of raw troops, equipped 
with crude weapons, utterly routed the 
trained British regulars under General 
Pakenham. With respect to the terms 
of this agreement it suffices to observe 
merely: that they guaranteed absolute 
protection to the rights and liberties of 
American sailors upon the seas. 

Last comes the treaty agreement be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, 
growing out of the wer of 1845. This 
instrument was formally signed at Gau- 
daloupe on -Iebruary 2, 1848. Since the 
war resulted from the dispute over Tex- 
as, it confirmed the titles of the United 
States to that commonwealth, and ceded 
to us California and New Mexico. We 
afterwards paid Mexico $15,000,000 for 
the territory thus ceded, besides assum- 
ing the payment of $3,250,000 in claims 
due to American citizens. 

If the rules which have heretofore ap. 
plied to the drawing up of treaty agree- 
ments are observed in the present in- 
stance, Mr. Harvey states that the first 
step to be taken will be the appointment 
of commissioners from each power to 
meet and formally arrange matters be- 
tween themselves. ‘These commission- 
ers will select some neutral point as 
the site of the conference and immedi-‘ 
ately upon signing the treaty agreement 
they will transmit it to their respective 
governments for ratification. 


What Germany Wants. 

The Philadelphia Inquirer hoots at 
the idea that Germany should consider 
it necessary to keep her fleet steamed 
wp in Manila harbor for the purpose of 
locking after her mercantile interests 
in that quarter. 

If the figures which our contempora'ry. 
gives are correct, Germany’s mercantile 
interests in that quarter exist solely in 
the imagination of the kaiser. Of the 
products exported from the Philippines 
there are only three which have any 
marked bearing upon the world’s com- 
anerce, Viz, sugar, hemp and copra, 

up these products separately, 
it appears that the bulk of the sugar 
exported from ManMa is divided in its 
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Spain and France: Thus it appears 
that on the score of exports from Ma- 


nila there is absolutely no ground for 
Germany's solicitude in regard to her 


mercantile interests. : 


But the same is true of imports. There 


is little or no demand for Germany’s 
products in the Philippines. Most of 
the purchases which the shippers in the 
Philippines make are divNied between 
Great Britain, Spain, France and the 
United States. In fact, it seems that 
Germany has only four business estab- 
lishments in the entire group of islands, 
and there is not one single line of com- 
mercial steamers engaged in direct 
trade between Germany and the Philip- 
pines. 

On this representation the pretext 
which Germany gives is flimsy enough. 
So what can be her real object in keep- 
ing her fleet steamed up in Manila har- 
bor unless it be to keep hef eyes on 
the Philippines in the hope of putting 
some of them on her string of posses- 
sions if the opportunity arises? If 
such is her game, she is more than apt 
to lose her stakes. 
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Breadstuff Exports. 


Interesting statisties are at hand 
showing that the vatue of all the bread- 
stuffs exported from the United States 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1898, 
aggregates the unprecedented sum of 
$324,706,060. This represents an in- 
crease of $126,848,089 over the figures 
for the fiscal year preceding, or 64 per 
cent. 

While the major portion of this in- 
crease is divided among the northern 
and western ports, the figures show 
that the southern ports come in for de- 
cidedly the largest percentages of gain. 
This statament may be verified from 
the following table:

From the foregoing table it will be 
observed that at the five southern ports 
named, the combined increase aggre- 


gates $55,565,754, or 48 per cent of the 


increase in the whole country. As com- 
pared with their own receipts for the 
preceding year, these five southern ports 
show an increase in breadstuff exports 
of 95 per cent, while the northern and 
western ports shaw an increase of only 
73 per cent.

EDITORIAL 


Editor William E. Curtis, of The Phicago 
Record, in discussing the recent action of 
congress with respect to Admiral Dewey's 
brilliant victory at Manila says that com- 
gress has rarely bestowed such marked 
recognition upon any officer of the govern- 
To quote the exact language of 
Bditor Curtis: ‘During the civil war it oc- 
curred only twelve times. It was first given 
on December %, 1861, to Brigadier General 
Nathaniel Lyon, this officers and men for 
their gallant*conduct at the battle of 
Springtield, Mo. On March 4, 1868, Major 
Generali William 8. Rosecrans was thank- 
ed by congress for the gallant conduct of 
his officers and men at the battle of Mur- 
freesboro, Tenn. Major weneral Ulysses 8. 
Grant received the honor and a medal on 
December 17, 1863; Major Generaj Nathaniel 
P. Banks an January 28, 18h, for services 
at Port Hudson; Major General Joseph 
Hooker, George G.° Meade, Oliver H. How- 
ard and the officers and soldiers of the 
Army of the Potomac, all in one vote on 
the same day as General Banks for skili, 
energy and endurance in covering Washing- 
ton and Baltimore and for skili and heroic 
valor displayed at Gettysburg. Major Gen- 
eral W. T. Sherman, his ofticers and mtn 
twice received the honor, the first time 
on February 19, 1s, for gallant and ar-. 
duous services jn marching to the relief of 
the Army of the Cumberiand, and again 
on June WW, 1865, fer gallant conduct in 
the brilliant movement through Georgia. 
Lieutenant Colonel Joseph Bailey, of the 
Fourth Wisconsin volunteers, was thank- 
ed on June ll, 18, for distinguished ger- 
vices. Brevet Major General Alfred H. 
Terry on January 24, 1865, was mentioned 
for unsurpassed gallantry and skill exhib- 
ited by his command in the attack on Fort 
Fisher. Major General George H. Thomas 
on March 3, 1865, received resolutions for 
the signal defeat df the rebel army under 
General Hood. The last on the list prior 
to Admiral Dewey was Major General Win- 
field Scott Hamcock, om April 21, 1866, for 
his services with the Army of the Potomac 
ni 1863.” 

Since the outbreak of hostilities the war 
department has adopted a series of symbols 
to be used in designating the various or- 
ganizations in the volunteer and regular 
forces. In the following order recently is- 
sued from the war department the full de- 
tails are given: Cavalry corps,.a winged 
horse foot; artillery corps, crossed conical 
projectiles, with round shot above center; 
First corps, a circle over a letter I of spe- 
cial design; Second corps, a four-leaf clov- 
er; Third corps, a three-tooth clutch; 
Fourth, a calthrop; Fifth corps, a five-bas- 
tion fort; Sixth corps, a six-tooth sprocket; 
Seventh corps, a seven-poimted star; Bighth 
corps, two circles overlapping each other, 
one-third radius, resembling the figure ‘;’ 
Ninth corps, a bugz saw with nine teeth: 
Tenth corps, two triangles, point to point, 
resembling the letter ‘X;’ Eleventh corps, 
badge of the Tenth corps, with horizontal 
bar through center representing ‘XI,’ 
Twelfth corps, a square with clover leaf at 
each corner, thereby showing twelve small 
circles; Thirteenth corps, a palm leaf with 
thirteen spikes, Fourteenth corpy, a square 
with half circle on each side; Fifteenth 
corps, an anchor; Sixteenth corps, a bugle:

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DESTROY CHINESE CEMETERY. 


French Unable To Buy What They 
Want, Use Armed Force. 
Shanghai, July 17.—The Chinese, having 
refused to accept an offer of money by the 
French and the promise of a new site to 
replace the Ning Po josshouse, the reposi- 
tory for Ning Poese corpses pending their 
final burial, the French object being the 
removal of the nuisance and the improve- 
ment of the road, eighty sailors were land- 
ed from the French cruiser Eclaireur on

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FUMIGATE ALL SANTIAGO MAIL. 


Presence of Yellow Fever in Civiban 
Town Will Delay Letters. 

Washington, July 17.—The prevalence of 
yellow fever at Santiago, in the opinion 
of the postal authorities, has made it ne- 
cessary to disinfect the mails coming from 
that place. 

Louis Kempner, who was appointed to 
succeed Eben Brewer as postal agent in 
Cuba, was directed to confer with army 
and navy officials as to the necessity tor 
this work, but no answer having been rc- 
ceived to telegrams sent him the postal 
officials here conferred with Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyman, of the Marine hospital, and 
General Sternberg in regard totbe matter. 
It was then decided to fumigate all mail 
leaving Santiago and a machine for this 
purpose will be immediately sent there. 

The fumigation will be very thorough, 
the mail being taken from the pouches and 
every parcel allowed to come in contact 
with the disinfectant instead of subjecting 
it to the process while in sacks. The work 
will be in charge of persons belonging to 
some of the immune organizations, and 
the officials here say that when the pack- 
ages and letters have passed through this 
process there éan be no danger of their 
bringing disease to this country.

She explained that she had not 
presented her card to the Daughters of the 
Confederacy, but would do so upon the 
departure of her son for Tampa. The 
widow of General Pickett has been known 
in literary circles for some time as the 
possessor of a marked talent and an au- 
thor of several strong and interesting dia- 
lect sketches, the first of which appeared 
in 1833. 

Since then she has been at work on her 
history of the war between the states, the 
full manuscript of which she brought to 
Aflanta with her, it being her intention to 
Rave it published here. 

In response to an inquiry, she said: 

“I really began writing on my history 
or rather my husband's history of the war, 
for it contains practically all his notes 
and reports of the battles, nearly fifteen 
years ago. 

“Recently I have given the book a great 
deal of my attention, with the object in 
view of bringing it south with me to have

‘it published. 


“I felt that the south should have the 
honor of publishing General Pickett's notes, 
and Atlanta being the heart of the south, 
there seemed to be no better place to give 
it to the world than here. There is a sym- 
pathy about the matter for me that would 
not allow Me to give the manuscript to 
northern publishers, although many of 
them offered to take the book off my 


hands. 

“Five years ago the manuscript was 
ready for publication and was in the hands 
of my secretary, in Indianapolis, ee 
fire occurred in the house wheregat was 
locked up, and the labor of so may years 
was destroyed in a few moments. My de- 
spair at the catastrophe was great, and 
then I did not think I would have the 
strength to go over the matter once more, 
but by constant labor I have again brought 
it out for publication, ~ 

“There ig no romance in the pages, but 
the strength of the work will lie in its 
absolute truth. General Pickett’s account 
of the battle of Gettysburg, which, by 
the way, has never been published, is 
given in full and in his own handwriting. 

“Publishers everywhere have made efforts 
to get this accvuunt of that fairaous battle, 
and the war department at Washington 
has written me several letters to allow 
them to have a copy of the document. Il 
knew that it was the intention of General 
Pickett to publish the account of the bat- 
tle with his history of the war, and so I 
have refused all offers, however flattering, 
and have preserved it for use in the book. 

‘There are many things in the report 
that will surprise the public when it first 
appears. General Pickett had only two 
brigades‘\of his division in the battle 


| of Gettysburg, and he shows clearly in his 


report that if the remaining three bri- 
giades had been on the spot the fate of 
that momentvus battle would have been 


‘decided differently.’ 


The first chapter of Mrs. Pickett’s his- 
tory of the war treats of secession and 
slavery and the causes tMkt brought on 
the war between the sections, throwing 
the blame for slavery ‘where it belongs and 
setting forth the constitutional rights of 
the south. 

The second part treats briefly of the early 
life of Gereral Pickett, shortly after his 
graduation from West Point, when he was 
sent to San Juan island, on the Pacific 
coast. There, with sixty-eight men, he 
held at bay the whole British fleet and 
eccupied the disputed territory with as 
many men as the British had guns. 

The last chapter in the volume con- 
tains the reports of General Pickett on 
the hattles in which he took part, first as 
a colonel. 

He was made a major general shortly 
after the battle of Gaines Mill, where he 
was wounded in the gallant charge of that 
da. From the battle of Williamsbure to 
the close of the war his reports of the 
encounters with the enemy ere given in de- 
tail and will be found a valuable addition 
tc the histery of the times. 

One year after the close of the con- 
flict General Pickett was tendered the 
marshalship of Virginia by President 
Grant, who was his clese and personal 
friend. The offer was refused and the 
werds of Pickett written to General Grant 
on that occasion are given in full in the 
history. 

Mrs, Pickett yesterday turned the manu- 
script over to the publishing house of 
Foote & Davies, of this city, and the work 
will be on the market in a very short 
time, ° 

Mrs. Pickett will remain in the city until 
the close of the confederate Veterans’ re- 
ynion, as the guest of the Daughters of 
the Confederacy and also of the survivors 
gf Pickett’s givision, many of whom live 
in this state. 

Her history will be valvable for the fact 
that it contains what the public generally 
has long wanted to see—General Pickett’s 
oficial report of the battle of Gettysburg, 
as weli as his graphic account of other 
engagements in which he teok a prominent 
part.

Washington, July 17.—The extension of 
the rural free delivery *postal service au- 
thorized by the last congress is being push- 
ed forward as rapidly as circumstances will 
permit. Soon after the intentions of con- 
gress were made apparent additional rural 
service was started from Rogersville, Mor- 
ristown. Greenville and Atoka, Tenn., and 
@ number of places in the north and east. 

One hundred and fifty-seven petitions 
from thirty-seven states and territories are 
on file asking extensions of the service to 
as many towns, and special agents of the 
department are now in the field laying out 
additional routes for this service. 

First Assistant Postmaster General 
Heath is endeavoring as far as possible to 
distribute the additional appropriation au- 
thorized by congress among those states 
and territories where the existing facilities 
for the distribution of the mails by free 
delivery are the poorest, With this end in 
view he has had a tabulated statement pre- 
pared showing the population of the differ- 
ent states served with free delivery under 
existing laws and the number of people 
in each state who receive no free delivery 
at ail, 

This table shows that the following num- 
ber of persons in the southern states are 
now absolutely without free delivery of 
mails:

DEATH OF MUSICIAN DARROW.

His remains will be interred this morning 
in the national cemetery at Marietta with 
the usual miiitary honors, Chaplain O. J.

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PROMINENT KENTUCKIAN DEAD. 


General Williams, Warrior and States- 
man, Passes Away at His Home. 
Mount Sterling, Ky., July 17.—General 
John 8S. (Cerro Gordo) Williams, ex-United 
States senator and hero of two wars, died 
this morning at his home near this city. 
He will be buried at Winchester, Ky., to- 
morrow afternoon. 
“Cerro Gordo" Williams, so nicknamed 
on account of his bravery in the battle 
of that name in the war with Mexico, has 
borne an important part in Kentucky’s 
history, but for some time past has been 
living quietly on his farm near Mount Ster- 

ling. 

He was born in 1820, in Montgomery coun- 
tv, Kentucky. He served in the Mexican 
war with distinction, being first a captain 
and later a colonel, and was in command 
of the Fourth Kentucky at the capture of 
the City of Mexico. In 1850-52 he was a 
member of the Kentucky legislature. He 
opposed secession, yet raised a confederate 
compahy and was made a brigadier gencral 
and was under Genera) Joe Johnston until 
the surrender. 

He was elected United States senator in 
1874, and served until March 4, 1884. He 
. was defeated by J. O. S. Blackburn for the 
renomination in a memorable contest.

The Fifth, of which he was colonel! prior 
to his promotion, and one of the acknowl- 
edged crack regiments of the army, has 
been divided and sent to stations along 
the Atlantic coast, from Savannah to Dry 
Tortugas, where the veterans were forced 
to do guard duty while inexperienced men 
fought in Cuba. 

The arrangements which had been made 
to send the 1,80 recruits to Tampa were 
suddenly called off last Saturday. The 
recruits which were to have been sent to 
Tampa were intended for Cuba, as they 
belong to the commands now on that island. 
The prevalence of yellow fever, however, 


among the troops in Cuba and the fact that - 


no more soldiers will be sent there for 
the present, precipitated the sudden change 
in the plans. 

Ij was deemed unwise to send the troops 
to Tampa, as they had no spccial business 
there and would not go to Cuba untii next 
fall, if at all, while they would be = sub- 
jected to the severe heat of southern Fior- 
ida: It was decided therefore to keep them 
in this section of the country and Waco, 
Ga., Was hit upon as the place for the loca- 
tion of a sort of sub-station to Fort Mc- 
Pherson.

Needs of the Recruits. 


Yesterday Chaplain Orville J. Nave, the 
post chaplain at Fort McPaerson, furnis«- 
ed the following, which tells of the needs 


of the recruits: 

Editor Constitution—I desire a little space 
in. your columns to state some facts 
of interest te many. I asked some of the 
pastors of the churches this week for con- 
tributions of certain articies for use of 
soldiers at this post. The cold rain and 
chill prevailing at the time was the imme- 
diate occasion of the request. This is a 
rendezvous of recruits for the regular army. 
Officers for nearly all the regiments of the 
regular army are recruiting for thetr 
regiments in various parts of ihe country 
in order to expand the regiments tu “he war 
footing provided by the recent legislation, 
which requires about 700 new men for each 
of the twenty-five infantry and the cavairy 
regiments, or about 20,000 in all. 

ese recruits are immediately on en- 
listment forwarded to this post with no 
attempt to clothe or equip them. Con- 
sequently they come in whatever cundition 
they may be in. Many arrive very poorly 
clad, indeed. Some fiave neither coat nor 
vest, others have not ‘“‘a shirt to his back.” 
Persons who are not infermed would sup- 
pose that the commanders here would pro- 
ceed with them at once to the clothing de- 
partment just as an employer might do 
to a store, and draw clothing for these un- 
fortunate men and outfit them within in 
heur after their arrival. But this ‘s far 
from the case. Even were the stock of 
clotuing always full, time would be re- 
quired to prepare requisitions, secure their 
approval and procure the supplies. 

But at this time 200,000 men are requ'r- 
ing just what.the 3,000 at Fort McPherson 
want, and the delays and failures to obtain 
uniforms and equipments are discouraging 
to the officers here beyond statement. 


+ Through all these delays the men who have 


no shirts and coats and hats go in the 
condition in which they come. I, as the 
chaplain of the post, could close my eyes 
to this situation and say this is war. and 
make no effort ta mitigate the distress ac- 
casioned by the war, or I can plainly and 
justly state the facts. I have chosen to do 
the latter. These men will be put into unt- 
forms at the earliest moment possible. 
then the clothing they have will, for the 
most part, g€0 to second-hand clothing 
shops. 

This being the case FT have not considered 
for a moment that should ask for new 
elothes for these hapless fellows, who the 
next day perhaps, when put in tniforms, 
would barter them for a few nicxles to te 
second-hand clotnes vender, but 1 tried in 
a quiet way, to secure a little zuppiy of 
coats, vests, etc., to pases over to these 
boys. which they are, usually, to cover their 
nakedness. I can use two or three Gon 
suits in this way every week, until the 
quotas for the regular regimenis are fuli. 
The fact that these men come in the eon- 
dition I describe is no fault of the gever- 
ment, nor does it reflect on recruiting cff- 
cers, but shows the condition of many of 
the working men of the country. 

There is arother situat:on that affords 
an opportunity for a genvine philanthrory. 

ere is a large number, probeb!ly one hun- 
dred, typhoid patients in the hospital here. 
Some of these are very ill, too sick, indeed, 
for self control. Numerous cloths are need- 
ed to slip under these patients, and when 
soiled to be burned. No supplies of these 
needful articles furnished by the govern- 
ment are adequate where so sudden a de- 
mand occurs as has come to this post by 
shipment of cases from Santiago and Tam- 
pa. As in other departments, so in these 
supplies. For the sick and wounded there 
is always room for the expression of pa- 
triotie philanthropy. 

In dressing wounds a wealth of soft 
cloths, such as we!l worn sheets and pillow 
cases, napkins. etc., to be used once and 
then destroyed is a most grateful thing 
to nurses. 

This affords opportunity for gentle hands 
to aid the nurse in his or her heavy cares. 
Articles of this kind, thoroughtv washed 
and neatly folded give invaluable service 
in field and other hospitals. I will be gia‘ 
to have an ample supply of these articles 
to pass over to those who will be glad 
to have them. Towels, handkerchiefs, un- 
derwear, so that undershirts or drawers 
that have become soiled by wounds or 
otherwise, where they can better be de- 

washed will save expense to

Many splendid and glorious scenes will be 
witnessed in that building this week. Yes- 
terday’s gathering of nearly 3,000 patriotic 
Atlantians only evidenced the great in- 
terest the local population is taking’ in this 
union of erstwhile non-unionists. 

Such a meeting has never been held be- 
fore in Atlanta. It was two-fold in its na- 
ture. While those present remembered 
with heartfelt sympathies the old veterans 
of the old war, their hearts also went out 
to the brave ladg who have responded to 
the call for a country’s honor again, and 
who have risked life and everything mortal 
before Santiago for the honor of a flag 
their forefathers fought in the bloody six- 
ties. Truly does it seem paradoxical that 
those people yesterday afternoon should 
honor both etars and stripes, amd the 
stars ang bars under such conditions. 

The entire proceeds—and hundreds of 
dollars Were realize®?—of the gathering 
went to the Atlanta Relief Association to 
be transmitted to the Georgia boys at the 
front. The programme contained many in- 
teresting’ and patriotic features, and was 
thoroughly enjoyed by every person pres- 
ent. 

Colonel W. A. Hemphill was master of 
ceremonies. Representing the veterans, he 
made an excellent address in behalf of the 
veterans. Mr. Hienry [Richardson spoke 
eloquently in behalf of the Atlanta Relief 
Association; Father Schadewell spoke in- 
terestingly in behalf of the Catholics. 
Fifth regiment band, and a quartet, com- 
posed of Messrs. Harrison, Werner, Bur- 
bank and Barnes, furnished the music.

Mr. Richardson’s Address. 


Colonel Hemphill then introduced = Mr. 
Henry Richardson, editor of The Atlanta 
Journal, who responded most eloquently in 
behalf of the Atlanta Relief Association. 

‘‘This structure,” said he, “erected for 
the display and encouragement of arts 
which make for the strength and prosperity 
of a people, we devote today to still nobler 

urposes. We dedicate it to the service of 
iving heroes and to the memory of the 
blessed and never-to-be-forgotten dead. The 
holiest of days is the most fitting for this 
ceremonial, because in it we do reverence 
to virtues which have been held sacred 
by every religion that has ever exalted 
or consoled mankind. We bring our tri- 
bute to courage and fidelity and fortitude; 
to uncomplaining suffering and sublime 
forgetfulness of self as illustrated in the 
living and dying of the soldiers of the con- 
federacy. 

“To us, assembled for this purpose, the 
aroma of patriotism enriches the common 
air, the memory of lofty lives and heroic 
deeds uplifts and purifies our souls. With 
hearts all full of gratitude and affection we 
await the coming of that host of veterans 
for whom we have prepared this place; we 
hold in the embrace of a deathless love 
those who are not here only because they 
have passed to a grander and an indissolu- 
ble reumion. 

“The present and the past we bind to- 
gether with a chain of gold when on this 
occasion we come to the aid. of women 
who are banded for the relief of Georgia’s 
sons who, under the flag of our reunited 
country, are now enduring the perils and 
pestilence of war. 

“The daughters of this generation are but 
following in the footsteps of their mothers. 
Beautiful were the feet of the women 
who in years long gone, carried comfort 
and tender ministration to the sick and 
wounded from the stricken army in gray! 

“Beautiful in the sight of men and of 
angels, and of Him who on earth went 
about doing good is the compassionate 
Striving of the women of today to do some- 
thing for the boys in the field, the hos- 
pital and ‘the camp. 

“We exult in the fact that the men of 
Georgia are proving themselves worthy of 
the best traditions that have been handed 
down to them. Let us find equal joy and 
pride in the fact that the women of Georgia 
have lost none of the sweetness which, 
like a light from heaven, shone in the lives 
of the women of the confederacy. Twine 
laurels for the men who in this, our war 
for humanity, glorify the flag and them- 
selves; for them all whether they be the 
men behind the guns or at the engines of 
our ships; whether they be tne humblest 
privates who storm the battlements of the 
foe, or the favorites of fame and fortune 
bedecked with the blazing of rank. En- 
grave deep in our annals the names of all 
the worthy without regard to rank and 
teach the children of the generations to 
come to love and honor them! 

“But among them all we shall see no 
heroism finer than that of the women who 
have gone down amid the horrors of war 
to meet danger and disease face to face 
that they may soothe some soldier’s pain, 
or woo somé back from the clasp of death. 

‘Let us be profoundly thankful that our 
lot is cast in a land whose past has been 
made ‘Hustrious, whose present is held safe 
and whose future is insured less by statutes 
and fame of government than ar the intel- 
ligerce and virtue of its people. Let us 
draw strength and inspiration from the 
contemplation of the lives of the men of 
our blood and creation who have ever been 
found ready to fight and suffer and die for 
their country! 

“Happy will it be for us if at the end 
of the journey we shall have walked as 
unwaveringly as did they in the struggle 
and narrow path of righteousness; happy, 
if after life’s fitful fever, we shall sleep 
so well; happy, thrice happy, if as the 
sun is sinking and the shadows begin to 
gather about the final conflict each of us 
may be able to say with an assurance as 
well founded as theirs, ‘I have fought a 
good fight; I have kept the faith!’ 

Mr. Jacob Haas Speaks. 


Mr. Jacob Haas was then introduced and 


spoke as follows: 

“Our country, the nation of which we 
form an integral part, is in the midst of 
turmoil. Its sons are in arms, not for con- 
quest, not for defense, but to secure peace 
to others—peace in the name of civilization. 
This struggle, as of old, is a war of God 
against amaleck, a struggie of civi-zation 
against barbarism, and its ultimate pur- 
pose is peace. 

“The American people have not started 
Out on any crusade for empire. Circum- 
stances over which they had no control and 
conditions which they did not create have 
placed our government in a position that 
necessitates a radical departure from its 
long time policy of confining its area and 
authority to this continent. 

“We have followed the progress of the 
American army and navy with the keenest 
solicitude, glowing with all other Ameri- 
cans in the triumph of the army and navy 
—triumphs which do not represent the mere 
superiority of strength, or the skill of 
arms, but the extension of American free- 
dom to nations which have lanquished in 
the chains of bondage. Though victory be 
tempered with sorrow for the young fives 
sacrificed defense of their country’s 
conor and the prosecution of the mis- 
sion of liberty and humanity. We feel 
that this martyr’s blood will not have 
been shed in ‘vain, but that from the graves 
of these fallen heroes will come forth a 
more exalted.conception of man’s inalien- 
able rights of life, liberty and the pursuits 
of happiness. 

“We are ready to sacrifice to our country 
all the means at our command and assist 
the government in furnishing material aid 
to those in the field and especially furnish 
such things to our troops which are not 
given under army regulation to he'p our 
heroic soldiers to bear the burden of camp 
life, and this. I understand, is the object 
of this gathering this afternoon. 

“Tf there is one thing more than another 
which is to our credit as compared with 
Spain.’ remarked a Capitol Hill man, ‘it 
is the almost universal knowledge of af- 
fairs which characterizes our people, as 
against an almost universal ignorance 
characterizing tne Spaniards. Even our 
small chii:dren are so well up on military 
and naval terms that they astonish us at 
times, and what the boys don’t know about 
the men who have thus far made a reputa- 
tion for themselves isn’t worth knowing. 
As for Dewey, and poor Bagley and Hob- 
son, there isn’t a boy of any age who 
doesn’t know more about them than he 
does of Julius Caesar and George Washing- 
ton combined. Miy daughter, who teaches 
in a mission Sunday school, tes me of a 
Dewey experience she had with a young- 
ster making his first apnearance.

Some Reach the 300 Mark. 


THORNTON OF THE PRESS LEADS LEAGUE 


Every Player in the League Is Batting 
Well and Some Brilliant Records 
Are Looked For. 


show one thing, that is that the man, 


T= batting records of the City League 


who comes out at the top of the col 
man who comes out at the top of the col- 
umn at the end of the season will have to 
do some wonderfully good hitting. In pro- 
fessional leagues a player is considered a 
fine batter if he can get an average of over 
300. Last year in the national league there 
were only two players who batted over 400, 
the highest mark being made by Keeler, 
of Baltimore, whose average was 432. While 
it is true that all of the pitchers in the 
Atlanta City League are not as good as the 
pitchers in the national league, they are 
above the average amateur pitcher. Some 
‘of the batters are wonders for amateurs. 
The following averages given here are 
made out from the official scores and in- 
clude all players who have played in three 
or more games, counting all of the games. 
Several of the teams have only had players 
On for one or two games and a great many 
players who were im at first have dropped 
out. These players are not in the list. 
The two leaders of the league Ihave only 
played in three games, and while their av- 
erages are very high, they have not been 
tested as thoroughly as the players who 
have been in all of the games. While the 
averages of Thornton and McBride may 
come down some, they have both demon- 
strated that they are good hitters, and 
they will be up near the top when the sea- 
son closes. Klassett, Erskine and Dickin- 
son have all played in enough games to 
show that they are wonderfully strong 
batters, and these three men will be near 
the top no matter how long the season 
lasts.

Confederate Survivors’ Association, camp

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CRACK SHOTS COME TOMORROW 


Fulton Gun Club’s Shooting Tourna- 
ment Begins Tomorrow. 


FINE PROGRAMME IS ARRANGED 


Clubs from Neighboring States Will 
Be Represented and Good Shoot- 
ing Is Expected. 


Crack shots from all portions of the south 
will arrive in the city today and tomor- 
row to participate in the amnual shooting 
tournament to be given under the auspices 
of the Fulton Gun Club, of this city. The 
tournament begins tomorrow morning and 
will last through Wednesday afternoon. 

The members of the Fulton Club have 
made elaborate preparations for the tour- 
nament and the contest is expected to be 
one of the most notable events of the s6ea- 
son in gun club circles of the south. 

These shooting contests have occurred amn- 
nually for several years in this city and 
they ‘have always been a source of great 
pleasure to the enthusiastic sportsmen of 
this city. A number of remarkably fine 
records have been made in the past and 
the members of the gun club hope to have 
their visitors show up equally as well this 
year. 

Atlanta has furnished a number of fine 
shots in past tournaments and much of the 
money added to the purses has been kept 
here. In addition to this, the gold medal, 
valued at $50, offered last year to the club 
furnishing the best shots was won by the 
Kulton Gun Club, and the members of 
that orgamization expect to add new lau- 
rels to their record. 

They realize, however, that they will meet 
some of the best marksmen in the south, 
and in order to show up well in the contest 
they have been practicing for the tourna- 
ment since it was announced that it would 
be held here. The members have visited 
their shooting grounds twice every week 
for several months and it is said they are 
all in good practice. 

The shooting ow both days of the tour- 
nament begins promptly at 9 o’clock in the 


: 
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morning, and with a short intermission for 
dinner, which will be served on the 
grounds, will be contineud all day. The 
eontests will be conducted on the shooting 
grounds of the Fulton Gun Club, near 
Lakewood. 

Wednesday there will be a race of fifteen 
singles and five doubles for the gold medal 
offered by the Peters Cartridge Company, 
to be contested for by all clubs sending 
five members. The medal is now held by 
the Fulton Gun Club. The sportsmen will 
take advantage ofthe low railroad rates 
offered on account of the confederate re- 
union, and letters have been received from 
clubs im South Carolina, Florida, Alabama, 
Tennessee and Kentucky, announcing that 
they would have members on the grounds 
to represent them. 

All purses wiil be divided by the Rose sys- 
tem, which means four moneys, five, three 
and two to one. The rules of the Amer- 
ican Shooting Association will govern the 
shoot, although it is not given under the 
direction of the association. Smokeless 
powder must be used and the ten-inch bore 
will not be recognized. 

It will be interesting to the ladies who 
raised a protest during the last shcot on 
account of the shooting of pigeons to know 
that there will be no live bird shooting 
during the tournament which begins tomor- 
row. it was decided to use the clay pigeons 
exclusively, and it is thegeht that the re- 
sults will be satisfactory. 

One hundred dollars added money each 
day will be put up by the Fulton Gun Club, 
$10 for each event, and this will cause con- 
siderable interest in the contests. The pro- 
gramme for the two days’ tournament is 
as follows:
